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Shipping 


Shipments are sent via Express wherever practicable, unless otherwise requested. The cost of air shipments makes it advis- 
able to ship out of pot when the plants are not in bud or bloom, and we also suggest the same method to those having a large 
purchase shipped by Railway Express, since the saving in transportation is considerable. 


By careful packing, we are shipping our plants successfully to all parts of the United States and to those foreign countries 
where international trade permits. However, we are not responsible for the safe arrival of the plants. Once the plants are ac- 
cepted by the carriers, they are responsible for the shipment. Examine the plants carefully upon their arrival and file an im- 
mediate claim with the carrier if there is the slightest indication of damage. They must see the plants immediately to have a 
claim considered. We will gladly replace any damaged plants, but the claim must be filed to permit us to be reimbursed by 
the carrier.

Votes for Beginners 


A desire to own a few or many plants, and a modern, even- 
ly heated home with a strategically located window are all 
that are needed to grow orchids. Our increased knowledge of the 
growth habits, together with the increased supply of the plants 
with the resultant lower prices have made it possible for any- 
one who is interested to grow orchids right in his living room. 

To those of you just beginning, or thinking of beginning, we 
suggest that you purchase only reasonably priced, mature plants 
at the start. The list on pages 8 and 9 presents an excellent 
Lase from which to grow. All listings are mature, flowering- 
size plants, requiring similar environment and care, and their 
season for blooming is spaced so that you will have at least one 
plant in flower throughout the year. Later, as your desire to 
branch out strengthens, try some of the other types on pages 
10 and 11, or if you prefer to specialize in the Cattleyas, make 
your selections from our mature plant listings on the pages 
immediately following. 

Brief, cultural notes are given with each type listed, and you 
will note that in almost all cases, the Cattleya is used for our 
yardstick, since it is the best known of all the orchid family. 
Following, you will find as much detail on the culture of the 
Cattleya as this brief space permits. Deviations in care for 
other genera are noted with the individual listings. 


From the many hundreds of letters we have received from 
new growers, we have found most of them have trouble with 
the terminology used in culture books and orchid catalogs. Some 
of the more common words in use in orchid circles are as fol- 
lows: The leaf, fleshier and more drought-resistant than most 
plant leaves, is supported by the pseudobulb, often called the 
bulb for short. The function of the bulb is storage for water 
and food. The pseudobulb grows from the rhizome, which creeps 
along the osmunda (O. cinnamomea) in which the plant is pot- 
ted, in a horizontal position, and is formed when the buds, or 
“eyes” at the base of the pseudobulb sprout out (something like 
the eyes in a potato), grow along the osmunda horizontally for 
about an inch, then turn up to form another pseudobulb and 
leaf, when the growth is matured. 
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This type of growth is called a sympodial growth, which 
may be divided when the plant develops enough bulbs (three 
per division), and is self-perpetuating, living indefinitely with 
proper care. Cattleyas, Odontoglossums, and the majority of 
the orchid plants are this type, while the Phalaenopsis is an 
example of the monopodial plant, which adds to its growth con- 
tinually on a single, upright stem. 

An epiphyte is a plant which is “air-rooted”’, growing non- 
parasitically upon another plant. Most orchids listed in this 
catalog belong to this category, except the Cymbidiums, which 
are semi-terrestrial, or “earth-rooted”’. A specie is a domesti- 
cated jungle-type, a pure strain, not crossed with any other 
type or variety of orchid plant, as distinguished from the hybrids, 
the result of crosses between two or more species, often involv- 
ing several genera. These progeny of the species have as many 
great-great grandparents as you have, for thousands and thous- 
ands of crosses have been made. 

The stages of the Cattleya are pictured in the photograph 
at the top of this page, and you will note that it takes about 
seven years to produce a flowering plant. Other plants flower 
more quickly, as the Phalaenopsis and Dendrobiums, which pro- 
duce blooms in about three years, but most need the full seven 
years. Beginners should buy only adult or mature plants that 
are ready to bloom, because mature plants are tough and so easy 
to care for. 


Watering 

The Cattleyas like a thorough wetting, then a chance to 
dry out somewhat to encourage root growth until the next wa- 
tering. For a five inch pot, a cup of water every five or six 
cays during normal weather should prove sufficient. This 
amount will be increased or decreased according to pot size, 
larger pots taking more water less often, and smaller pots tak- 
ing Jess water more often, as the greater the amount of osmunda, 
the longer it takes to dry out. The cup of water will run into 
and through the osmunda, but more will be retained by the 
porous, absorbent material than you would realize. Do not 


allow the bottom of the pot to stand in water. A healthy 
root will remain plump and greenish-white. Overwatered 
roots will turn brown or black. Underwatered roots will 
turn a shriveled, parched white. 


Locating 


The plants should have a spot where they receive eith- 
er or both early morning and late afternoon sun, and plen- 
ty of diffused light at all times. They do need protection, 
however, from direct, mid-day sun which will burn the 
leaves, particularly in the summer. Plants while in bloom 
should be moved to that part of the house best suited to 
display them. 


Temperature 


For Cattleyas, the same temperature range in which 
you live comfortably is ideal for maximum growth. Night 
temperature in the low 60’s, with day temperature of 72° 
or 75° minimum is excellent although periods below this 
temperature will not harm the plants. 


Humidity 


Plants may be set on pebbles placed in an ordinary tray or 
flat bowl with water level as shown in the photograph. These 
pebbles help to give added humidity by the evaporation of water 
kept about them. It is important that the water level be below 
the surface of the pebbles on which the pot rests. At least one 
inch should be allowed between the level of water about the 
pebbles and the bottom of the pot. Avoid placing the plants in 
a draft, as air movement is drying. 


General Care 
Your orchids will need little care other than watering 
and some attention to location in your home. They are very 
free from plant pests, and almost never will a small home col- 
lection need spraying of any sort. An occasional wiping with a 
soft damp cloth to free the leaves from dust, and repotting about

every two years, usually done after the plant has finished bloom- 
ing, is all that is needed. Repotting may be done at a very nomi- 
nal cost by a commercial orchid man, or amateur orchid en- 
thusiast who has some experience in potting orchids. How- 
ever, anyone with a minimum of instruction can learn how to 
pot. 


The fascination of growing orchids has caused many fine 
books to be written on home orchid culture, some of which we 
list on the last page of this catalog. A minimum amount of 
reading will increase your pleasure in the orchids and your 
knowledge of them. You will readily be convinced of the sim- 
plicity of their demands from you in return for the lovely 
blooms they will produce year after year, right in your own home.

This label which is marked 6-15-49 3 #2 means that three 
flowers of #2 grade were cut June 15, 1949. A date written 
7-49 means that the plant was last repotted in July, 1949.

JANUARY CATTLEYA TRIANAE 


The Cattleya Trianae is a native of Colombia where it has been gathered in quan- 
tities and shipped into this country for years in an effort to supply the demands of 
the orchid growers. Its popularity is a result of its consistent winter-blooming habits, 
peaking in January—a good choice if you want to usher the New Year in with an orchid. 
Petals are usually pale lavender with a pink undertone. The labellum has a splotch 
of brilliant deep color on the front lobe, as in the photograph to the left, with yellow 
color in the throat portion. 


Flower size ranges from four to six inches. This is a sturdy grower, with regular 
habits, and a good choice for a beginner. 


Pot sizes range from four inches to seven inches, with the smaller pots starting at 
$5.00 and through $7.50, $10.00 to $12.00 for the larger sizes. 


Some of the Trianae hybrids which may be expected to flower in January are Le. 
Reveler, C. Alessandro and C. Shackamaxson, all of which are listed under “Flowering 
Size Plants.” 


FEBRUARY, MARCH CYMBIDIUM SPECIES AND HYBRIDS 


These popular terrestrial orchids throw flower spikes containing from 8 to 30 flow- 
ers to a spike, in ice-cream pastel tints, either solid or touched with dots or stripes 
of darker brown and mahogany tones, as in the photograph to the left. Petal spread 
ranges from three inches to five inches across, and the flowers are noted for their 
keeping qualities, sometimes as long as three months when on the plant. Our group 
of Cymbidiums include such long-time favorites as Pauwelsii, insigne and grandiflorum. 
Pot sizes range from six inches to ten inches, priced from $10.00 to $25.00, with pricing 
done in the usual manner of $1.00 to $10.00 per bulb, depending upon the variety and 
quality of the flower. Flowering season spreads from the middle of the winter to early 
spring.

APRIL CATTLEYA MOSSIAE 


The Mossiae, because of its vigor and consistent flowering is a “must” on every list, 
whether you are a beginner or a commercial man. 


Often called the “Easter Orchid” because it is probably the most popular orchid for 
corsage use and plant sales during that season, this vigorous specie ranges in color 
from light to medium lavender with a delicate pink undertone, set off by a contrasting 
deeper coloring in the labellum as shown in the photograph to the left. There is some 
yellow present in the throat. 


The plant is a native to Venezuela, and its ease of culture makes it a good choice 
for the beginner. Prices range from $5.00 to $15.00, and pot size from four inches to 
six inches. 


Some of the Cattleya hybrids which may be expected to flower during April are 
(Le. Fascinator-Mossiae x C. Woltersiana), Be. Katzimo and C. Ardmore, listed under 
“Flowering-Size Plants”. 


MAY AND JUNE CATTLEYA COWANIAE 


An excellent pseudonym for this popular Cattleya might be the ‘“Mother’s Day Or- 
chid’’, for it reaches the peak of its flowering season each year about that time. 


The medium lavender petals are set off by a deeper lavender color over the labellum, 
and flower size generally averages above the usual run of Cattleya blooms. 


Although this is a hybrid (C. intertexta x C. Mossiae), it is a good choice for the 
new grower because it inherits all the regular and vigorous growth habits of both 
its parents. Prices range from $4.00 to $25.00, and pot sizes from four inches through 
six inches. 


Some other Cattleya hybrids which might be expected to flower during May and 
June are Bc. Diadem, Le. Chevalier and C. intertexta, while those wishing to stay with 
the species will find Cattleya Mendelii, a medium lavender also, flowering during this 
period.

JULY AND AUGUST CATTLEYA WARSCEWICZII 


For obvious reasons, this plant is more commonly known as the Cattleya gigas, 
and you will most often find it listed as such in orchid books and catalogs. 


It is a native of South America, and is a particularly large and showy flower, pop- 
ular with both the amateur and the professional grower. Flowers are a light to medium 
lavender with usually a rosy hue. Labellum shows deep violet coloration relieved by 
brilliant yellow eyes in the throat portion, while the marginal area is a lighter color, 
making for a richly colored bloom. 


Plants are in four, five and six inch pots, and range in price from $5.00 for the 
smaller pots to $12.50 per pot for the larger sizes. 


Some Cattleya hybrids which may be expected to flower during this period are 
C. Enid, C. Nadir and Le. Gertrude Peterson, all listed under “Flowering Size Plants”. 


SEPTEMBER, OCTOBER ODONTOGLOSSUM GRANDE 


The “Tiger Orchid”, this popular flower scarcely needs any introduction either to 
the beginner or to the experienced collector. One of the hardiest of the orchid family, 
it will stand lower temperatures than almost any other variety, and does not do 
well where the top temperatures remain high for sustained periods. Ideally, day 
temperatures should go no higher than 75° and there should be a drop at night to 
55° although an occasional variation from either range does no harm. The flowers 
are predominately golden yellow with deep brown markings and are borne in sprays, 
three to eight blooms per spray. Flower spread ranges from three inches through an 
average of four, and often as much as five inches. Plants are priced from $4.50 to 
$15.00, and pot sizes from four inches through six inches. 


Some Cattleya hybrids which may be expected to flower during this period are 
(C. Altadena x C. Enid), C. Varuna and Bc. Doris, listed under “Flowering-Size Plants”. 


NOVEMBER CATTLEYA PERCIVALIANA 


Another native of Venezuela, the ‘‘Perci” flowers from Thanksgiving to Christmas. 
Also a specie, it is a hardy grower which will present no special problems to the be- 
ginner. 


Flowers are somewhat smaller than those of its sister Cattleyas, but are richly 
colored. Petals are a rosy lavender, ranging from a light to a deep tone, but the label- 
lum has a deep color in the throat contrasting the bright orange shading, and a lighter 
marginal coloring. 


Pot sizes range from four through six inches, and prices from $5.00 to $15.00 per 
plant. 


Some Cattleya hybrids which may be expected to flower in November are Le. Texas, 
Le. Brede and Be. Rusthall, all listed under “Flowering-Size Plants”. 


DECEMBER CYPRIPEDIUM MAUDIAE 


A universal favorite among the Cypripediums because of its beautifully formed 
flowers, and its lovely, variegated green foliage. 


Flower petals and sepals are white, striped with a true green as in the photograph 
to the right. The pouch is a solid medium green, with the flowers borne on long, grace- 
ful stems. Keeping qualities of the blooms are amazing, for they sometimes last on 
the plant as long as two months. The Cypripedium is rapidly increasing in popular- 
ity, for it does well under the same cultural conditions as the Cattleyas already in most 
established collections, and adds variety of color and form.

Variously called the “Golden Shower” orchid, from the golden yellow cascades of 
blossoms in the large sprays, or the “Dancing Lady Orchid”, because the flowers re- 
semble in shape a full-skirted dancing girl. 


The gold is set off by small touches of deep, reddish-brown and flower size varies 
from one to two inches or better. 


The plant is a native of Brazil, and its ease of culture makes it a likely selection 
for beginners as well as for the advanced collector. Cultural requirements are about 
the same as the Cattleyas.

SPRING—FREE FLOWERING PHALAENOPSIS 
A lustrous, creamy textured flower, borne in graceful, arching racemes, it is 

small wonder that the Phalaenopsis is coming to be synonymous with weddings and 

all the ethereal beauty that goes with that ceremony. The flowers are round in shape, \ 


as in the photograph to the left, and range in size from 2% inches to 4 inches. All of 
the varieties we are offering are the popular whites, touched up with pin points of 
color in the centers. Culture of this genus is a little trickier than others, as tempera- 
ture and humidity must be maintained at constant, higher levels, a minimum of 65° at 
night.

As a reward for this extra care, the plants 
generally flower twice a year, with long lasting sprays so that one might say they 
are in bloom most of the time.

These plants may be grown with the Cattleyas as their cultural requirements are 
similar. The plants are deciduous, losing their long, strap-like leaves after or during 
their flowering season and going into a “resting” period which lasts until late spring, 
when new foliage begins to make its appearance. Watering should be decreased during 
the resting period, increased during the growth period.
